American naval annals are quite free 


•front cases that even so much as sug- 
•ges,ted court proceedings. 
The most 


jnoted. because followed by a sad trage- 
,dy. was the court martini of Captain 
ilames I'arron of the United States 
navy for having surrendered some al- 
leged deserters to an lOngllHh ship of 
,Vur in ISO". He was found guilty and 
suspended for a long term. Finally, 
(when he asked for orders. Commodore 
Decatur, who was on the naval board, 
'defeated his appointment to duty and 
,-was challenged and killed by Barron. 
There were two Hides to this case, and 
'some naval reviewers held that Itarron 
only acted according to thu orders of 
the state depart men t In surrendering 
the deserters. A court of Inquiry might 
have brought out facts to exculpate 
Earron, but public feeling ran high at 
that time over British outrages on the 
high seas. Barron's ship, the Chesa- 
peake, was not prepared for battle and 
struck after llrlng one shot. He was 
convicted on the charge of falling to 
•clear ship for action when there was 
prospect of an engagement. 


The war of 1812 had an army .case 


•which a court of Inquiry might have 
passed upon more justly than the court 
martial which resulted. General Wil- 
liam Hull was court martlaled and sen- 
tenced to be shot for cowardice In fall- 
Ing to attack the British on the Canada 
border In time to save Uetrolt. The un- 
just sentence was never carried out. 
and history has declared that Hull was 
made a scapegoat to save the adminis- 
tration from contempt In falling to send 
troops and provisions to the army of 
the north. 


General Charles Lee's trial and con- 


•vlctlun was the one great court sensa- 
tion of the Itevolutlon. He was con- 
victed by it court martial for cowardice 
In ordering a retreat In the presence of 
the enemy without lighting to see 
rwhlch side had the best of the situa- 
tion, for disobedience of orders and for 
•disrespect to bis superior. 
The case 


led to a duel between the angry adven- 
turer and Washington's friend and 
ald-dc-camp. General Henry piurens. 


Napoleon's career developed the most 


sensational case In the annals of war 
In the trial of Marshal Ney. After the 
Jlrst overthrow of Napoleon, Ney, one 
of the bravest of the brave among the 
republican and Imperial leaders, gavi 
his allegiance to the royalist govern- 
ment. When Napoleon suddenly re- 
turned from exile, Ney held nloof until 
lie saw his battalions enthusiastic for 
the man of destiny. He yielded and 
•was given command of the corps which 
led the way to Waterloo. A royalist 
court found Ney guilty of treason and 
executed him. 


Great military failures are fruitful In 


courts of inquiry and courts martial. 
In 1S70 the Frer.ch vented their wrath 
upon Marshal Bazalue, who seems to 
have richly deserved It. Three years 
after the war he was convicted by the 
unanimous voice of a military court of 
having needlessly surrendered the for- 
tress of MHZ without lighting and so 
conducted negotiations with the enemy 
ns to demoralize the troops under him 
and render them useless for battle. 
The penalty was death, but his old 
comrade, ^irslwl 
M.ac.Mahon. then 


president of France, commuted It to Im- 
prisonment fur -0 years. After serving 
a few months In prison he escaped by 
the aid of his devoted Mexican wife 
and passed his days In Spain. 


Conduct of the kind alleged In the 


case of Admiral Schlcy. disobedience 
of orders and faulty tactics In sailing 
the "loop." may be and often .Is dealt 
with by the superior ollicer without 


. bringing the mailer before any court. 


The commander may gather evidence 
If he does not possess it first hand and 
remove thu offender from his position. 
If the latter make protest, then this 
only recourse Is a court. 


During the civil war the United 


States congress appointed a 
body 


known as the comihlttee of the conduct 
of the war. which exercised the func- 
tions of an Investigating committee 
and a court of Inquiry. The hlglie.-t 
generals of the army. Including Grant 
and McClellan. were haled before It 
mid cross questioned upon the most In- 
tricate and delicate points of military 
science and practice. Before this court 
Grant once confessed that he as gener- 
al 111 chief and all his subordinates lind 
been guilty of negligence In a case 
which ended In a grave military disas- 
ter. But for the happy Issue of the war 
and the ascendency of the war party In 
politics Grant and possibly Sherman 
would have been before courts of In- 
quiry called by friends In order to clear 
them of scandalous charges or by ene- 
mies to defame them. It wns SlK-rmau 
who

tin- slgnlllcant 
remark.

Smith hud 
lived." The conduct of both Sherman 


and tii-iint at Slilloli, the burning of 
Columbia by Sherman's troops mid the 
flrln;; of Richmond after Grant's cap- 
ture, as well ns the length nnil the 
bloodiness of the Wilderness campaign, 
wen; questions discussed with great 
iiL'rliu'jtiy In the years following thu 
war.

Tlraxtou Brace's 
famous 


Confederate campaign Into Kentucky 
In" the summer of ISti'j resulted In «mu 
court of inquiry, while a second was 
only uncalled by accident. General Don 
Carlos ititell, the commander who re- 
enforced Grant at Slilluh In nick o' 
time, led the Federal force opposed to 
I'.ragg In Kentucky. lie was suspended 
from command and "before a military 
commission" ordered by the secretary 
of war nearly n year. The Huell case 
IH similar to that of Schley. except that 
the government tool; the 
Initiative 


ngalnst Iluell. The Buell commission 
was Instructed to Investigate specifical- 
ly Uuell'M stifferltiB Kentucky to be In- 
vadcU by Bragg, bin failure to relievo 
the post at Munfordvllle. which was In 
Ilnigg's pathway and captured by his 
troops, the battle of Porryvlllo and 
Buoll's conduct there and permitting 
Bragg's army to escape without loss 
from Kentucky. Lew Wallace was 
president of the commission. As might 
be c\pected. the body, composed wholly 
of military men. displayed wonderful 
hindsight and devoted a twelvemonth 
and 700 octavo pages Indicted by thu 
father of shorthand, Benn IMttimn. and 
Illuminated by the evidence of I'arsou 
r.rownlow and Andy Johnson to the 
illustration of military "might have 
been*." The result was Dimply the crit- 
icism of several military minds upon 
the campaigns of another military, 
tnlnd. Grant showed Ills opinion of It 
by Immediately asking for the assign- 
ment of I'.uell to the command of an1 
army under him. So much for I'.uell 
and the Kentucky campaign. 


Bragg's subordinates thought that-the 


Confederate army which had marched 
to the liankB of the Ohio and back again 
without a ftunnlng defeat, at least, 
had been badly handled by (he hero of 
Buena Vista and made their growls 
heard In Klchnioml. Bragg was reliev- 
ed from his command by .left* Davis 
and ordered to present himself before 
a military council In Richmond. Owing 
to the serious Illness of ills wife he re- 
ceived a respite of a few days, and 
then the ulllcer who had been detailed 
to supersede him was disabled from 
duty, tin* enemy was marching upon 
the Confederate camp, and Bragg went 
back to Ids command In time to sham 
with "Old lios.v" the glories of the 
drawn battle of Mnrfreesboro. 


The postbellum courts of Inquiry 


which fnruWied the country with sen- 
sational materials were those In the G. 
K. Warren and.I'itz John 1'orter cases. 
Wan-en had lieen relieved from com- 
mand on the lii-els of a splendid victory 
by Ills corps at Five Forks. He secured 
a'court In 187!>. which exonerated him 
with little qualification of four grave 
Imputations In the tlnal reports of 
Grant and Sheridan, especially .Sheri- 
dan's statement that In a certain crisis 
of the battle Warren did not esert him- 
self as Sheridan thought he should. 
The court found that Warren was at 
the time exerting himself In another 
direction, "the essential point to be at- 
tended to." This essential point was 
the turning one In the victory which 
gave Sheridan his glory.

In 1SSIJ Porter was relieved 
from his sentence, restored to the army 
and honorably retired. All of which 
poes to show that there Is ample room 
for difference of opinion ns to what 


place In the heat of battle.
